Bob-I suppose you have received a number of replies on this one, so let me 
add my $0.02 worth. 


For years I looked for a 24 hour format digital clock that also displayed 
seconds all the time. All the ones I looked at only displayed seconds ina 
separate mode with the minutes only, no hours. Last February I realized I 
needed a cheap clock to take to the FYBO. I stopped at Wal-Mart and found a 
stopwatch that has a clock function that displays 24 hour time with the 
seconds! The best part is that it only cost $4.95! 


It is called a "Health Meter". I can get the exact model number if you need 
it. The cord is removable which transforms the stopwatch into an octagonal 
shaped "clock". The digits are about 0.25 inches high, not giant, but 
easily readable. I propped mine up on top of the rig; one of these days I 
intend to put velcro on it and attach it somewhere else. 


The clock keeps good time, having lost about 7 seconds since I set it to 
WWV in February. Oh yeah - I like to have the seconds for satellite 
tracking as well as for accurate Fox Hunt starts. 


I also have a MFJ 24 hour analog clock. Although I prefer analog timepeices 
in general I don't like this one - it makes a loud chunking noise every 
second, There is slop in the second hand - it does not align up with all 
the minute marks, it is ahead the first 30 seconds of the minute and behind 
the last 30 seconds. It does not align perfectly at "zero" minutes which 
makes setting difficult. It mysteriously loses 20 minutes or more in a fell 
swoop occasionally, although that problem may be related to using a carbon 
zinc AA battery rather than an alkaline. 


For those inquiring minds with a clock that reads out in seconds I suggest 


the following project. Compare your clock to WWV once a week or so and 
record the result. Keep a plot of how fast or slow your clock runs over 
time. Don't reset the clock while you are doing this. Over the life of the 
battery you will find interesting patterns in the error plot. You will 
likely see a bias error, that is a continual tendency to lose or gain time, 
and a random component superimposed over the bias with a shorter period. 
You may also see trends governed by changes in temperature from summer to 
winter.

I picked up a Model 405 linear amp for my Argonaut recently, 
and I m having a minor problem with it that I would appreciate any help 
on. 


Please note the amp is working fine except for one anomaly. The RF sensed 
change-over circuitry seems to be the culprit. With drive set to 
approximately 1W to affect an output power of 50W (which is suppose to be 
the max this amp is run at continuously), on 20M the RF Change-Over 
switch activates about 95% of the time. The other 5% of the time it won t 
key up the amp. On 40M, and 80M the problem is even more pronounced, and 
the amplifer won t key at all unless the drive power is upped to well 
above the suggested 1W drive resulting in amplifer output of 60-70W. 


It s as if the circuitry used to sense the RF at key-up is not sensitive 
enough. In all the above testing the T/R delay pot on the front is set 
full clockwise. Backing it off just a quarter inch counter-clockwise on 
any of the bands insures the amp does not switch on when the rig keys up. 


I'm hoping other owners of the 405 amp, can help.

Has anyone put the 8 pole filter in the receive line AFTER 
the stock 4 pole filter per the QST / QRP Quarterly articles 


and found that the blowby is reduced? Maybe it is an 
artifact of the physical design of the board where the stock 
filter goes? 


I plan to slide a piece of copper under the filter and over the 
board and make that a nice ground plane to see if that helps. 
Next, I may put the stock filter back in and place the 8 pole 
filter in the receive line to see if that does it, though I 
don't want 12 poles, may make the audio rather restrictive 

for me. Anyone know about this stuff? 


My next move is to put in the 500 Hz crystal filter for CW, 
that would necessarily go in the line after the standard 
filter. Maybe I will just put that thing in and see if there 
is any blowby. My Kenwood 130V has similar blowby with 

the CW filter but not the SSB filtering, so I figure it is 
with the diode switching, but no diode switching in the 515. 
I will use relays!
